BILLFOLDS, TRAIN — 
TICKETS DROPPED 
INTO MAIL BOXES

95 Pocketbooks, Also Balls, 
Old Shoes and Keys Found 
in Last Year. 


When mailmen empty mail boxes 
they frequently find more than a 
batch of letters and packages. This 
year they came back to the Post- 
office with such things as boys’ 
caps, balls, old shoes, keys, railroad 
tickets, and 95 billfolds. 

None of the billfolds contained 
money, however, but most of them 
had identification cards and were 
returned to their owners. It seems 
it is a professional practice of pick- 
pockets to drop the billfolds in 
mail boxes after removing their 
mone¥ contents. When the Post- 
office returns a billfold it charges 
the regular rate—2 cents a ounce. 

The railroad tickets usually). 
turned up in boxes near the station 
when a hurrying and absent-minded 
traveler dropped his ticket in the 
box and offered a letter to the train 
gateman. In some cases it 7as pos- 
sible for the Postoffice to get a 
man down to the station, open the 
mail box and fish out the ticket in 
time for the traveler to catch the 
train. 


CHAMBERLAIN PASSES UP TEA

British Prime Minister Says He

PARIS, Dec. 16 (AP).—British

NEW YORK, Dec. 16 (AP).— 


actress whose singing and dancing 
had fascinated Budapest’s cafe and 
theater set, was killed early today 
in a plunge from the tenth-floor 
hotel apartment of Baron Fred- 
erick von Oppenheim, wealthy Ger- 
man. ' 

The dancer, stepdaughter of a 
Hungarian, playwright, struck the 
marquee of the Hotel Gladstone 


in the view of horrified pedestrians 
along the Fifty-second street “swing 
lane.” 

Police who listed her death as due 
to “a fall or a jump,” found a note 
in a woman’s purse in the Baron’s 
apartment. Without revealing its 
text, they said part of it read: 
“I can’t get along without you very 
well.” Other parts of the note were 
written in German and Hungarian. 

The Baron, a friend of the girl’s 
stepfather, Aladar Laszlo, author of 
several comedies which were pro- 
duced in Budapest, accompanied 
detectives to the District Attorney’s 
office. 


Baron’s Farewell Party. 


Miss Laszlo’s death occurred after 
a farewell party given by Baron 
von Oppenheim, who had planned 
to leave today for Germany to re- 
join his wife and three children 

Miss Laszlo came here last March 
and announced she hoped for a 
career on Broadway and in Holly- 
wood. Her only employment, how- 
ever, was in a modest Hungarian 
restaurant in East Seventy-ninth 
street, where she danced and sang. 

Last night, according to Martin 
Harmath, the proprietor, she left 
early to attend the Baron's party. 

“She was very, very happy,” Har- 
math said. 

The Baron, questioned by police, 
said the party was at the Hote] St. 
Regis and afterwards he reminded 
Miss Laszlo that he had Christmas 
gifts for her and her parents. So 
they went to his apartment. 

Says He Was Out of Room. 

The Baron told detectives he 
stepped from the living room for 
a moment and suddenly heard a 
crash, Returning he found the 
room empty. A window was open. 

Miss Laszlo was fully clothed, in 
black evening gown and fur coat, 
when she died. 

She had picked up a toy dog and 
was playing with it, the Baron said, 
while he wrapped the gifts. He 
left the room once and returned 
to find her still playing with the 
dog. When he left again and re- 
turned after hearing a crash and 
the cries of a crowd in the street, 
he found the low-silled window 
open and Miss Laszlo missing. 

“It couldn’t have been a suicide,” 
her stepfather said. “She came 
here six months ago and was s0;} 
happy. She wanted a great future. 
She had no reason to be depressed.”

Judge Davis, Finds It Diffi- 
cult to Understand How 
Groups Merit Pay for 
Protecting Own Interests 


$891,000 IN CLAIMS 
UNDER ADVISEMENT 


Decision Not Likely for 
Weeks— Attorney Seek- 
ing $50,000 Admits Serv- 
ice Was to Bondholders. 


United States District Judge 
Charles B. Davis declared today 
at the second and concludigg ses- 
sion of the hearing on claims for 
$891,182 in fees and expenses in 
the reorganization of the Public 
Service Co. that he had difficulty 
in comprehending how the repre- 
sentatives of the ‘various groups 
financially interesied in the old 
company deserved compensation 
from the new one for protecting 
those intereSts. 

He said he had lived with the 
case for six years and knew how 
zealous the various groups were in 
looking after their own interests. 
Opening the séssion he remarked, 
“Gentlemen, you may now proceed 


with the\’matter in hand—or, rather, 


out of hand.” 
Claims Under Advisement. 


Some of the claims were at- 


tacked as excessive or unjustified 


by the new company, the city ana 
representatives of bondholders. 
The hearing was concluded this 
noon and Judge Davis took the 
claims under advisement. It was 
indicated that he would not rule 
on them for several weeks. No 
briefs are to be filed. 

The Judge’s statement about dif- 
ficulty in comprehending how rep- 
resentatives of the various groups 
deserved compensation from thc 
company was made while Paul F. 
Plummer was on the-stand in sup- 
port ofa claim for a $50,000 fee by 
himself, Marion C. Early, Arthur 
E. Simpson and the late Sam B. 
Jeffries ds counsel for the City & 
Suburban Bondholders’ Protective 
Committee. 

Plummer's reply was that this 
committee did seek to protect the 
interests of these bondholders, but 
that nothing was done obstructive 
to a fair reorganization plan and 
that the committee contributed 
“materially” to the plan adopted. 


In Bondholders’ Intereét. 


When Thomas E. Francis, gen- 
eral counsel for the new company, 
sought to have Plummer differ- 
entiate between services: for the 
bondholders and those’ benefiting 
the company, Plummer conceded 
that the services primarily were in 
the bondholders’ interest. 

Calling attention to the fact. that 
in the refinancing holders of City 
& Suburban bonds realized 78.49 
per cent of their claims, Francis 
asked Plummer: “If you had been 


a little less hard-boiled and had 


obtained only, say, 70 per cent, 
wouldn’t there have been more 
surplus money in the company 
treasury?” “Yes,” said Plummer. 

Plummer and Francis agreed it 
was the duty of the bondholders’ 
committee and its counsel to get 
as much as possible for the *bond- 
holders. Then Francis asked: “Do 
you think that in performing this 
duty this company was_ benefited 
as a whole?’ Don’t you think your 
work, primarily for clients, should 
be paid for by clients?” 

The claimant’s reply was that it 
was necessary for representatives 
of the various groups of security 
holders to agree on a reorganiza- 
tion plan, and that in arriving at 
agreement they performed a serv- 
ice to the company.

MONTEVIDEO, Dec. 16 (AP).— 
Depleted fuel, and daring British 
seamanship which was “more than 


seemed credible,” forced the Ger- 
man warship Admiral Graf Spee in- 
to a running fight dangerously 
near shore, Capt. Hans Langsdorff 
told port authorities today. 

In the first authoritative ac- 
count of the 14-hour battle with 
three British cruisers, the Ger- 
man commander spoke with mat- 
ter-of-fact objectivity. 

About 6 a, m. Wednesday, he 
said, he saw the British. cruiser 
Exeter off the Brazil Coast. The 
Admiral Graf Spee headed to the 
south, for Langsdorff said his ship 
already was in “a critical condi- 
tion” due to a lack of fuel. 

He explained he had been un- 
able to establish contact with the 
supply ship Tacoma, which had 
loaded at Montevideo some time 
before. The Admiral Graf Spee 
had a full complement of 1096 men 
and was in full possession of com- 
bat facilities, however. — 

While Langsdorff .was taking 
stock of the’ Exeter, he suddenly 
found himself in the presence of 
the British cruisers Ajax and 
Achilles, and by this time was op- 
posite the Uruguayan coast. 

These two smaller, faster ves- 
sels maneuvered so the German 
pocket battleship was between 
them and the shore. 

Opens With 1l-Inch Gun. 
Fearing he might go around’ in 
shallow. water, and yet unable to 
run to sea for an open fight be- 
cause of his scant fuel supply, 
Langsdorff said he found himself 
“between the devil and the deep 
blue sea.” 

Therefore, he went.on the offen- 
sive and opened fire on the Exeter 
with his ll-inch guns. 

The Exeter replied with 8-inch 
cannon, and a thunderous due 
ensued. Langsdorff said he dam- 


the Ajax and Achilles could bring 
their 6-inch guns to bear. 

The smaller ships, however, 
yp the ones that really hurt the 
miral Graf Spee. 

Langsdorff said they inflicted 
“enormous damage,” battering the 
bow and control tower and causing 
many deaths and nijuries, especial- 
ly in the control tower. 

Other deaths were in a chamber 
forward near the waterline, where 
Langsdorff declared . “powerful 
shells” exploded after piercing the 
Admiral Graf Spee’s four-inch ar 
mor plate. | 

British “Aimed Effectively.” 
Praising the British marksman- 
ship, the German said simply, 
“they aimed effectively.” : 
With dead and wounded strewn 
about, the rest of the crew in con- 
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aged the Exeter severely before’

ON SMOKE TO HEL 
NIGHT TO END 


City to Use Society’s Re- 
ports of Harm to Health 
to Establish Power - for 
Drastic Action. 


Studies and reports of the &t. 
Louis Medical Society showing the 
detrimental effects of smoke on 
public health will be relied on in 
part to establish the city’s power 
to eliminate smoke, City Counse- 
lor Edgar H. Wayman indicated in 
his statement to the Post-Dispatch 
Thursday when he said in his opin- 
ion there were no legal obstacles 
to drastic regulatory measures. He

specialists, which found’ that 
“smoke is a definite irritant to the 
upper respiratory tract and aggra- 
vates the cough of bronchopulmon- 
ary diseases,” and the St. Louis 
Pediatric Society which asserted 
that smoke not only irritates the 
respiratory tract, but also “‘prob- 
ably contributes to other serious 
disorders.” 


Made Survey in 1936.

STATE SUPERVISOR

Dr. Parker Agrees to Ar- 
range Conference Long 
Sought by. St. Louis 
County Officials. 

Dr. Harry F. Parker, State 
Health Commissioner, has agreed 
to arrange a long-sought confer- 
ence with the St. Louis County 
Court and the County Comptroller 
to explain his system of allocating 
Federal funds to the county to 
supplement its“ budget for public 
health work after a conference 
with Dr. Malvern B. Clopton, presi- 
dent of the State Board of Health, 
the Post-Dispatch learned today. 

Dr. Clopton conferred with Dr. 
Parker and an auditor’ prior to 
a meeting of the board at Jeffer- 
son City, after what Presiding 
Judge Clifford Corneli of the 5t. 


Louis County Court and County 
Health Commissioner Theodore 
R. Meyer decribed as futile at- 
tempts to ascertain from Dr. Park- 
er how much Feleral jmoney the 
county should receive in propor- 
tion to the fund it raises for pyub- 
lic health. The County Court for- 
mally requested a “budget confer- 
ence” last July, but Dr. Parker 
did not grant its request, 


November Meeting. 


The general question of the 
distribution of Federal health 
funds throughout the State, the 
Post-Dispatch learned, was also put 
to Dr. Parker Nov. 26, last, at an 
executive meeting of the council 
of the. Missouri State Medical As-

Burned in faulty 
furnaces, it would give no smoke, but 
neither would it give steady heat. Also, 
it requires too much kindling for poor 
* people. Most excellent for some house- 
holds, it fails in others. 
Fact 2. Our Smoke Commissioner is 
correct when he insists that we have 


either smokeless fuel or a licensed, me- | 


chanical apparatus which will burn 
smoky fuel smokelessly. There are no 
other ways.

Offers Basis for Settling PSC Fees. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N 1932, I received a judgment against 

the Public Service Co. on a damage 
claim amounting to $2400. On advice of 
counsel, to prevent an appeal, I accepted 
31200, on condition that chis amount 
would be paid in 30 days. 

Shortly after, the company went into 
receivership, and of course, I couldn't 
collect. Just lately, I received the sum 
of $420 net, almost eight years in arrears. 

Now, it should be very easy for the 
Judge Davis to decide the amount to pay 
the experts, bankers and attorneys who 


are asking for more than $800,000 in fees.

A. T. & T’S FINANCE POLICY. 


When the Government has to borrow money, it 
goes into the market and borrows it from the lender 
who offers the lowest net interest rate, Is there 
any reason why, in fairness to the investing and con- 
suming public,.the same principle should not be 
followed in the sale of public utility securities? 

This, in brief, is the issue in the controversy over 
competitive bidding for securities, which came into the 
spotlight again yesterday as the National Economic 
Committee hearings revealed that J. P. Morgan & Cg. 
has had a monopoly of the bond financing of the 
monopolistic American Telephone & Telegraph Co. The 
testimony showed that Morgan & Co. and its affil- 
jates have served as agents in the sale of nearly two 
billions dollars’ worth of A. T. & T. bonds, receiving 
commissions of between $30,000,000 and $40,000,000. 

The average commission is nearly 2 per cent. This 
is a handsome return for merely serving as middle 
man between the utility and the investor, but the size 
of the commissions is only one of the objections to 
non-competitive financing. 

Under this system, there was no guaranty that the 
price bid. by the House of Morgan represented the 
maximum value of the gecurities. There was no 
tangible assurance that @he broker was not placing 
an unduly conservative value on the securities in 
order to give a “good thing” to investors to which 
it might be linked by ties of friendship or by inter- 
locking directorates. 

To the extent that Morgan & Co. may have ob- 
tained the securities at a price less than they other- 
wise would have brought, the interest of telephone 
users over the country was jeopardized, for they 
have to pay the profit in their monthly bills. 

_ As an example of how the public is penalized by 
non-competitive bidding, let us go back to 1895, when 
J. P. Morgan & Co., even in a Democratic administra- 


| Morgan & Co. was buying at 10444 Governments which 
the public was lapping up at as high as 120. » 

The New York World objected to this extortionate 
| profit’ at the public expense, and demanded that the 
'next issue of Government bonds be sold by public 
‘bidding rather than through a private syndicate. 
| President Cleveland yielded, and the bonds were over- 
| subscribed six times. Joseph Pulitzer, publisher of 
‘the World, set the pace with a bid 10 points high- 
er than Morgan & Co. had been paying. The Govern- 
mnt was saved millions of dollars, and the precedent 
was set for Government financing by public bids 
thereafter. 

| Precisely the same considerations of public policy 
apply in favor of the sale of utility securities by 
'public bidding. To give all underwriters equal op- 
| portunity to bid on utility securities is to guarantee 
that the securities are sold at the best price obtain- 
able. ‘ 

There is no place where competitive bidding could 
be better started than with A. T. & T. - Here is a 
giant corporation, one of the country’s biggest, with 
16,500,000 telephone subscribers and 685,000 stock- 
holders, none of whom holds as much as 1 per cent 
of the stock. 

In a company whose ownership is so widely dif- 
fused and whose patrons include so large a propor- 
tion of the population, the arguments for surrounding 


petitive bidding are practically as strong as they 
are in the case of the Government itself. 

The A. T. & T., enjoying a virtual monopoly of 
the country’s telephone facilities, and in so many 


ways a public corporation, is a conspicuous example 
of almost omnipotent management largely divorced 
from ownership. This corporation is deeply in need 
of checks and balances, which can be furnished in 
part by the vigilance of Government agencies and the 
free and unsubsidized press.

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: BASKET COAL AND SMOKE. 

As sorry a business as there is in St. Louis is the 
peddling of cheap coal in the congested areas of the 
city. For the most part, it is in the hands of Negroes 
who cannot afford even a hawker’s license. Some- 
how they acquire a battered old truck, enlist a helper 
at a promised $1 a day, and then start across the 
river to the Illinois mines. © 

There they buy a load of low grade coal at about 
$1.25 to $1.75 the ton. Back in St. Louis, they 
cruise the streets, calling their wares and selling 
them for 10 cents or more a half-bushel basket. The 
consumer pays from $5 to $7 the ton, and even more 
in the dead of winter. ae 

However, as was told in the news columns yester- 
day, there is' only the scantest profit left for the 
dealer after he has paid all his expenses. One of 
them reported a net gain of $1.68 for two days of 
this kind of selling—not enough to cover the wear 
and tear on a truck. No wonder this is a fly-by- 
night trade. , ; 

Yet some 300 peddlers are selling thousands of 
tons of this cheap coal in the midtown area every 
month. . 
one of the major factors contributing to the city’s 
smoke palls. : : 

We are confident that it can be controlled. Di- 
rector. of Public Welfare Darst, in amplifying our 
suggestion for municipal coal depots in the mid- 
town area, has hit the nail on the head. Not only 
would he have a smokeless fuel distributed by the 
city, but he would also train a group of WPA 
workers to instruct householders in its proper use.

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SCANT RESPECT FOR OUR SAFETY ZONE.

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WHO’S AFRAID OF AN AUDIT? 

While the Board of Education is reaching a de- 
cision on whether to order a full audit of its Building 
Department—and this is badly needed, incomplete 
reports have shown—it might also be thinking about 
an audit of the Pupils’ Relief Fund by Boyd, Cronk 
& Co., the firm which is conducting the other check- 
ups now in progress. 

This is the fund about which we asked in an edi- 
torial more than three weeks ago: 


What is being done by Superintendent of In- 

_ struction Henry J, Gerling with the charity funds 

contributed by employes of the Board of Educa- 

tion to the Pupils’ Relief Fund—a fund designed 

to provide the children of poverty-stricken 

parents with free lunches, carfare, eyeglasses and 
clothing? : 


There has been no satisfactory answer to that 
question. It is still unexplained why $12,000 of this 
fund is invested in bonds, and what kind of bonds 
they are. Some of them are speculative, it has 
already been shown. 

It is still unexplained why part of a fund raised 
for philanthropy should be advanced to help finance 
a political campaign, that for retention of thé school 
tax rate. Was this fair to the needy intended bene- 
ficiaries of the fund, or to the school employes who 
contributed the money? 

It has previously been the board’s attitude that 
it has no jurisdiction over this fund; that it is a 
matter between the Superintendent and the school 
employes. Obviously, however, no school employe 
is going to be so indiscreet as to ask for an audit 
by a public auditor. If there is to be such an audit. 
the board will have to authorize it. And, in view of 
the vague explanations thus far available and of vari- 
ous other circumstances, an audit of this sort is cer- 
tainly in order. 

Who's afraid of an audit, anyway? 
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IT IS TO LAUGH. 

Contemporary humorists may get a smile or even 
a laugh out of you, but they are not immortally 
funny, declares Prof. Walter Blair of the University 
of Chicago in a very learned lecture on the fine art 
of tickling the funny-bone. 

The trouble with the moderns, he complains, is that 
they are verbalists. They rely on mere play of words, 
which is superficial and unenduring. Citing Mark 
Twain as the greatest of pioneer American funny 
men, Prof, Blair said that “humor lives only when it 
delineates character and depicts the background its 
characters live in. It stays close to the ground.” 

Such contemporary humorists as the artists of 
the New Yorker may not stay close to the ground. 
In fact, they may go to the very top of the Empire 
State Building for the setting of a drawing, or, at 
least, up to some penthouse, but we submit that most 
of them stay as close to the modern character and 
the modern scene as ever Mark Twain clung to his 
period. Can anything be much more genuine than, 
for example, Helen Hokinson's delightful club women? 
Or, turning to the back page of the Everyday Maga- 
zine, what about “Grin and Bear It’? 

As usual, when the heavy-handed pedant tries to 
run his pin through so elusive a specimen as Puck, 
the immortal fairy gives him a broad grin and the 
slip. Puck was never made for laboratory or _ re- 
search library. As for the efforts to turn him to good 
account in Ph. D. factories, it is to laugh.

Imparting depth to motion pictures has challenged inventors for 
years, and success now is near, writer says; use of polarized light 
and special spectacles seems most promising idea; will bring many 
entirely new effects to the screen, and greatly heighten its realism.

N one of his most penetrating exaggera- 
| tions. Oswald Spengler states that for the 

Western man there is only one dimension 
~—distance away from the eye. 

Whether or not this is a gross exaggera- 
tion, it does contain an impressive kernel 
of truth. In any painting, in any photograph, 
the greater the illusion of depth the more 
infense the effect on the observer. The praise 
implied when we say a painting has depth 
is indicative of this truth. The power of the 
Gothic cathedral and of the American sky- 
scraper springs from their thrust into space, 
their enormous and effortless reach away 
from the eye. 

Certainly we shall not go far astray if we 
accept the cautious conclusion that the per- 
ception of depth satisfies some inherent crav- 
ing in the human spirit. It follows that, in 
any visual field whatever, a presentation 
containing depth will have a much more 
powerful appeal than a flat presentation of 
the same material. 

There is hardly a human being who does 
not get a definite and immediate sense of 
pleasure from viewing  stereographs, as 
three-dimensional pictures are called. The 
stereograph instantaneously and effortlessly 
produces an effect which painters have 
strained to achieve throughout the history of 
art. In photography, as soon as an individ- 
ual becomes accustomed to this quality, a 
two-dimensional picture becomes a very pale 
and unsatisfactory substitute. 

x * * 
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To obtain three-dimensional effects, the 
proper pictures may be obtained by placing 
camera lenses and making-exposures at the 
points where the eyes should by After that, 
the pictures must be placed at the same dis- 
tance from the eyes as would -make them 
take the same angle as the lenses in the 
original scene. They must also be properly 
separated and each of the pictures must be 
seen by one eye only, 

This physical factor has to date dictated 
that some device, either a stereoscope or 
spectacles of one sort or another, or mir- 
rors be placed directly before the eyes, The 
problem of avoiding the use of some de- 
vice at the eyes is the bete noir of three- 
dimensional photography. 

The chance of solving this problem ap- 
pears on the surface to be practically :on- 
existent. The only theoretically correct solu- 
tion was worked out by Dr. H. E. Ives in 
conjunction witrk the Bell Telephone Labora- 
tories. It was estimated that fairly good 
results could be obtained if 50 cameras were 
used in taking the pictures and 50 projec- 
tors in showing them. This procedure seemed 
impractical except on a small scale and 
was abandoned. The:search goes on, how- 
ever. 

The problem is intensely interesting. For 
the present at least; we must assume that 
we are going to use some eye device, The 
only movies of such a nature yet shown 
publicly have been those requiring the use 
of red and green spectacies. These are 
known as anaglyphs. : 

This kind of stereoscopic movie has a 
number of defects, not the least of. which 
is eye strain, which frequently causes severe 
headache. This hazard, of course, rules 
out general use of the anaglyph. 

The newest and best projection system 
involves the use of polaroid, a material 
which polarizes light. The light projecting 
one picture is polarized vertically, the other 


horizontally, A pair of ordinary spectacles 
with similarly polarizing lenses is worn. It 
is difficult with this _method to _ secure 
enough light in projéction to overcome the 
great reduction of intensity produced by 
polarization. High-power lights make the 
cooling of projectors a very difficult prob- 
lem. This is rapidly being overcome. 
Excellent three-dimensional movies -have 


already been produced in this way, and I | 


have very little doubt that this is the method 
which will ultimately be used. 

The ‘motion-picture industry will either 
furnish each individual with the necessary 
glasses or the public will be expected to own 
them. The cost of such glasses must be re- 
duced to a nominal sum, say 10 cents. A 
movie-goer will then gown his own and if 
he forgets to bring them along, he can pur- 
chase a new pair at the box office for a 
dime. Such a price is not beyond the pos- 
sibilities of mass production. 

Other systems for showing three-dimen- 
sional movies are possible; they, however, 
involve the use of mirrors which are cum- 
bersome and fragile. Reflecting surfaces, 
it seems to me, stand little show of surviving 
in this field.

For yesterday, 68 per cent of the 
stock held by the owners of the 
opera house itself and of its auxil- 
iary warehouse was voted to give 
the directors of the owning com- 
pany the right to extend to the 
producing unit—the Metropolitan 
Opera Association—an option to 
buy the real estate and theater. 

The total price would be $1,970,- 
000, of which $470,000 would be rep- 
resented by the assumption of an 
existing first mortgage, $500,000 
would be a cash payment to the 
real estate company, and $1,000,000 
would be 4 per cent. second mort- 
gage bonds maturing in 25 years. 

Would Avoid Assessments. 

The transaction means that most 
of the 63 stockholders want to get 
rid of their stock (and their par- 
terre boxes), and in the process to 
shake off the individual $4500 as- 
sessments which had been levied 
upon them each year to make up 
the difference between revenue and 
expenses. 

The producing unit, said Corne- 
lius N. Bliss, its chairman, was not 
anxious to buy the property, “much 
preferring” to continue under the 
old system. But certain stockhold- 
ers, particularly certain estates 
holding boxes and stock, felt dif- 
ferently. 

$8,000,000 Boom Year. Value. 

The value of the property has 
been estimated as high as $8,000,- 
/000 in boom years; its present value 
‘is much lower, and some of the 
‘owners have said that they felt a 
'financial sacrifice, if there was one,

BYRD GIVES PITCAIRN ISLAND 
FOOD SUPPLIES, MEDICAL AID 


Inhabitants in Want Due to Euro- 
pean War; No Ship There 
Since Oct. 24. 
WASHINGTON, Dee. 16 (AP).— 
Rear Admiral Richard E. Byrd re- 


ported to the navy yesterday that 
his Antarctic expedition found 200 
inhabitants of Pitcairn Island in 
the South Pacific to be in a sad 
plight because of the European 
war. 

The islanders, many of whom are 
descendants of mutineers from the 
British sailing ship, Bounty, were 
suffering from food shortage and 
lack of medical attention. Some of 
them were in rags. 

Chief Magistrate Richard E. 
Christian told Byrd that there had 
been no passing vessel since Oct. 
24, because the war had disrupted 
Pacific sailing schedules. The 
breakdown of the island’s one ra- 
dio transmitter had prevented an 
appeal to British authorities at 
Suva, Fiji Islands. 

From the expedition’s stores, the 
islanders were provided with 4000 
pounds of flour, sugar, potatoes, 
matches, lard and also gasoline to 
run the radio power plant. The 
expedition doctors treated the sick 
and machinists repaired the radio.

“Encirclement Line-up.” 

“Our objective was to arrive at 
neutralization of Russia and keep 
her from entering the encirclement 
line-up planned by the great de- 
mocraciés. . . : 

“At Salzburg I was apprised of 
the fact that commercial negotia- 
tions conducted in Moscow had 
proceeded favorably, giving rise to 
hopes of further development, 

“And finally, on the evening of 
Aug. 21, at 10 p. m., Von Ribben- 
trop telephoned me that he intend- 
ed-to go to Moscow the next day 
to sign a non-aggression pact. be- 
tween Germany and Russia.” 

The German-Russian nor-aggres- 
sion treaty, signed Aug. 23, followed 
a long stalemate in British-French- 
Russian negotiations for a mutual 
assistance pact. 

Ciano recalled that Mussolini had 
predicted as far back as May 26, 
1927, that crucial moments in Euro- 
pean history would come between 
1935 and 1940, and that war would 
be certain unless the World War 
treaties were revised. 

“The peace treaties had lacetated 

Europe,” Ciano said, “dividing it 
definitely between the victorious 
and defeated states, and placing 
the latter in a condition of perma- 
nent subjection.” 
The Foreign Minister then nar- 
rated Mussolini’s long “fight against 
the dangerous aberrations” of rep- 
arations, military guarantees and 
collective security, 

There is only one will in Italy, 
Ciano said, and that will is Musso- 
lini’s. He made this statement in 
denouncing various reports abroad 
concerning Italy’s non-belligerency 
in the war. These, he said, had in- 
cluded false statements chat Italy 
was unprepared, that King Vittorio 
Emanuele had refused to let the 
nation become involved, and that 
popular dissension was feared. 

German Polish War. 
Ciano told the Chamber Poland

He indicated Mussolini had in- 

formed British Ambassador Sir 
Percy Loraine to this effect and had 
warned the Ambassador against a 
policy of guaranteeing Poland 
against Germany. 
Ciano said that at Salzburg Hitler 
had “showed a clear willingness to 
continue the conflict within the 
bounds of a bilateral clash between 
Germany and Poland, thus avoiding 
making the conflict general.” 

“In our turn,” he said, “we did 
not fail to remind the German Gov- 
ernment of the reason—well known 
to it in any event—for which the 
Fascist Government desired a 
peaceful solution of the dispute or 
at least a strict localization of the 
conflict.

| T. O'DONNELL DIES 
FORMER SALVAGE CHIEF 


Funeral’ Services Tuesday for 
Veteran Who Retired After. 
28 Years in Post. 


James T. O’Donnell, who retired 
last Jan. 1 after 28 years as chief 
of the Salvage Corps, died yester- 
day at Alexian Brothers’ Hospital 
where he had been under treatment 
for a complication of diseases for 
a month. 

Mr. O’Donnell, who was 67 years 
old, joined the Salvage Corps in 
1896 after a laundry he operated 
with two associates was destroyed 
by a tornado. He became chief in 
1910 after nine years’ service as a 
lieutenant. Motor trucks were used 
for fire fighting equipment in St. 
Louis first in 1908 and it was not 
until 1916 that the Salvage Corps 
was completely motorized. 

Strict Disciplinarian. 

A strict disciplinarian, his repu- 

tation for having developed a high 


ldegree of efficiency in the corps 


made him much sought after as a 
consultant by other cities, He fre- 
quently lectured on salvage opera- 
tions and gave part of his time to 
aiding in organization of salvage 
corps in smaller citiés. 

Upon his retirement, it was the 
chief's proudest boast that although 
he and other members of the corps 
had “shaken hands with the devil 
several times,” he had nevér lost a 
man. . 

One. of tne first of his narrow 
escapes was.at the Missouri Tent 
& Awning Co, fire in 1902. Work- 
ing on the second floor, he and 
other salvage corps members made 
their way from ‘the building as a 
section of the back wall collapsed, 
warning a. group of firemen who 
were entering. While a roll call 
was being taken on the sidewalk 
other walls collapsed, killing seven 
firemen. 

A falling dome narrowly missed 
him in the Christian Brothers’ Col- 
lege fire of 1916. Seven firemen 
lost their lives. 

Saved by a Shove, 

A push through a revolving door 
by two of his men just as a front 
wall collapsed saved him from 
death in a Woolworth store fire 
in 1927. 

Following the death of his wife, 
he occupied living quarters at the 
Salvage Corps station at 1211 Pine 
street. Upon retirement he moved 
to the home of his sons, Charles 
P. and Paul John O’Donhell, 4933A 
Devonshire avenue, taking with 
him the wolf hound that had been 
his constant companion for years. 
The funeral will be held at 8:30 
o'clock Tuesday morning from the 
Hoffmeister undertaking establish- 
ment, 6464 Chippewa street, to St.

Failing to Register and 
of Conspiracy. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 16 (AP) — 
Three individuals and one corpora- 
tion were indicted by the United 
States grand jury here today on 
charges of failing to register with 
the State Department, and of crim- 
inal conspiracy. 

Accused of failing to register 
were Raphael Rush, Norman Wein- 
berg and Morris Liskin, said by 
Government attorneys to be offi- 


cers of Bookniga Corporation, 
American representative of Rus- 


sian publishing companies. 

The three men and the corpora- 
tion were accused of criminal con- 
spiracy to enable the corporation 
to evade the law requiring alien 
propagandists to register with the 
State Department. 

The indictments followed a week 
of secret investigation by Henry 
G. O’Donnell and Floyd M. Rett, 
special assistants to Attorney-Gen- 
eral Murphy. Murphy himself ap- 
peared before the grand jury on 
Thursday. 

Justice Department attorneys said 
that two employes of Amtorg Cor- 
poration, the Russian commercial 
firm with headquarters in New 
York, had refused to answer ques- 
tions before the grand jury on the 
ground that they would incriminate 
themselves. 

‘They were identified as Boris Ni- 
kolsky and A, Illyin, who had been 
held in technical custody as wit- 
nesses before the grand jury. Their 
release was sought by Horace J, 
Whitman, their lawyer, who prom- 
ised to produce them if they were 
wanted. O’Donnell and Rhett con- 
sented. 

The indictment charged that 
Rush sent a letter to Charles W. 
Yost, assistant chief of the office 
of arms and munition control of 
‘the State Department, in which 
Rush said Bookniga Corporation 
was not an agent of a foreign prin- 
cipal. 

Further, the indictment said, 
Bookniga was “the duly authorized 
agent and representative of the 
Vsesojuzhnoje, Objedinenie, Mesh- 
dunarodnaja, Kniga,” of Moscow, 
for the sale and distribution in the 
United States of books, magazines, 
periodicals and pamphlets of a po- 
litical and propagandist nature.

- NEW YORK, Dec. 16 (AP).—An 
employe of Bookniga, Inc., 255 Fifth. 
avenue, said today the Bookniga 
Corporation, named in a Federal 
indictment in Washington of 
charges of criminal conspiracy, was 
dissolved last March 15. A new 
concern, Bookniga, Inc, was 
formed, the employe said. 

She added that the three men 
named in the indictment, Raphael 
Rush, Norman Weinberg and More 
ris Liskin, were connected with the 
old corporation and had nothing to 
do with the new organization.

Tularemia Is 
Now Treated 
With Serum

N EARLY every year at this time 
the proper prevention of the 
disease known as tularemia, Tula- 
remia is also called “rabbit fever” 
or “deer fly fever.” Hunters and 
market men who skin rabbits, birds, 
etc., are particularly liable to it. 

It is caused hy a germ, The germ 
affects all forms of wild animal life, 
particularly rodents, rabbits and 
ground squirrels, It is called “deer 
fly fever” because deer are also 
affected, The germ is transmitted 
by flies. It gets in the circulating 
blood of animals; flies may suck it 
in from deer and transmit it to 
men, 

It is the “First American Dis-|1 
ease,” the only disease that belongs 
exclusively to our continent, and so 
far as is known has never beer dis- 
covered outside of North America. 
It was first described in 1907. 

It may occur in man in three 
forms, The usual form is an ulcera- 
tion on the finger with some én- 
largements of the lymph nodes of 
the arm. It is not necessary to 


acquire the diséase. It has been 
proved that rubbing the blood of 
the animal containing the tulare- 
mia germ on the intact skin will 
produce an ulceration. 

The second form occurs in the 
eye. It is easy enough to see how 
this contamination occurs. A hunt- 
er skinning an animal may have 
an irritation of the eye and rub it, 
transmitting some of the blood and 
germs to the conjunctival sac. 


A third form is a generalized 
fever,. like typhoid fever. 
sprig I saw a most unusual form 
of the disease in & man who had 
acquired it by skinning fish. This, 
so far as I know, is the only known 
case in which a fish was infected. 

Treatment is not specific. All 
the patients get well, but there is 
no way to accelerate the process. 
To know the nature of the disease, 
however, is to be able to prevent it. 
Anyone who dresses rabbits for 
market should wear rubber gloves. 
The handling of quail, ducks, squir- 
rels and other game requires the 
same precautions. 

A serum has been developed 
which is given after the disease is 
acquired, hypodermically every 
day, two or three successive days. 
This is quite a new development in 
the treatment and has not been 
proved to be effective. The serum, 
however, causés no discomfort and 
is certainly worth trying.

Use of Dummy 
Reversal Play

éé EAR MR. CULBERTSON: 
D The following hand, played 
in a rubber bridge game, 
contains a neat dummy reversal 
play whieh I think is interesting. 
It required a fortunate lay of the 
cards, but it was the only chance, 
and certainly worth @ try. 


“South, dealer.

“Opening lead, heart queen. 

“I felt a trifle sad when I saw 
such a duplication in the minors (I 
had hoped for at least one double- 
ton), but the hand looked interest- 
ing. I had a diamond loser and 
needed two club discards, so my 
plan was to discard one on the 
ace of hearts and to try to utilize 
dummy’s last trump for the other 
one. This would require four en- 
tries into dummy, but .the heart 
lead helped and the diamond jack 
‘might hold. 

“I won the heart lead with the 
ace, returned a heart, and ruffed 
with the six. The spade ace fol- 
lowed and then a small diamond to 
the jack. This lost to the queen 
so I had to decide now whether 
ito win the club return in my hand
